An Island Whoro Hundreds of tho 


Hugo Roptllos Lived. 


Cypress Lake, somo twenty mi'.cs laeUnv 


La'ito Toliopckuliga, on ivhic!i this town is 
loen'.ed, is i great resort for alligators, and 
especially so in tho early spring, \vhen 
tho u-atov first begins to grow wane, writes 
a St. Louis (llot>!-£fmocrat correspondent 
from Kissimmoo, Fla. Tho lalto is a, shallow 
ono, varying from lour to twenty feet ia 
depth, and on the west side there ure a num- 
ber oi' Email islands, from ono to ten acres 
in extent, rising just abovo tho water's 
Cilgo, and covered with o donso growth ot 
cypress and stunted pino. These islands 
arc great breeding places for tho suurians, 
especially on ono or two that have long 
Blind-bars projecting out, whcro on warm, 
sunshiny days scores and scores of tho scaly 
monsters can bo seen basking in tho sun 
and enjoying tho warmth that tho sand af- 
fords. Thero arc several lurgo bird rook- 
cries there, too, on tho islands, and hunting 
parties generally rendezvous there. 


A party of four tourists who returned 


recently f i'om a week's trip in that section 
looked rather dismal when asked about tho 
sport that they had anil wero exceedingly 
uncommunicative in regard to it. A bright 
colored boy, about eighteen, who accom- 
panied them us guide, cook and .general 
factotum, finally lot the cat out of the bag 
and gave tho adventures of the hunters 
dead ira-ay. 


For tho first few dnys, said tho boy, all 


went lovely and tho sportsmen, had fun In 
abundance. 
Fish woro 
plenty, several 


'gators wero killed and ono or two fine deer 
fell to their lot. TVhcn tliej1 came to Cypress 
luko thoy cruised nround its shores, and 
finding the islands full of gaae decided to 
camp out. A sandy isle was selected, as be- 
ing free from ir.D3quitos, and tho hunters 
soon pitched their tent and wore settled In 
camp fashion. The island was about four 
acres in extent, with no vegetation, though, 
large cypress titnlts or "kcecs" wero 
standing up all over it. The boy told them 
that it was a great resort for al.igators, aud 
this made tho hunters still moro anxious 
to camp there. Tho night was a bright 
moonlight one, and after getting their sup- 
per under way they s'-arted out to explore 
the land. 


A row stops outsido tho glaro of tho 


camp-fire one of them stepped on what ho 
supposed was a dead log. Much to his sur- 
priso tho socming log lifted up and sent 
him flying, while tho alligator, for such it 
was, with u snort of fright and anger 
flushed for tho water. 
Ko bones wero 


broken, and tho adventuro was ;aken ia 
good part., 


Shortly after, three nests wero discov- 


ered, iti two of which ftggs wero found, 
whilo in tho third, which was closo to tho 
water, about a score of young 'gators ro- 
wardcd their search. While- they wero 
cleaning it out a no:so at tho water's edge 
attracted their attention, and immediately 
an immense 'gator crawled up und ad- 
vanced as rapidly us it could toward them, 
its loud bellow and puffing indicating anger 
rather than fear. Gathering up several ol 
the youngsters tho party beat a rapid re- 
trout to their camp, as by some strango 
lack of foresight no arms had been carried 
along. Seizing their guns two o£ them, 
ventured back anxious for 'gator scalps. 


As they hurried on they heard tho loud 


grunts and roars of tho saurians on each 
side of tho island, but thoy woro entirely 
unprepared for tho sight that burst on their 
vision as they reached tho shore. Tho boach. 
shelved gently down to tho water's edge, 
and for several rods, from land tho water 
•was shallow. Standing upon its forcpaws 
beside its plundered nest was on immense 
female alligator, putting and blowing, whilo 
ri"ht around and advancing ia from tho 
water wore over a scoro of others, all roar- 
ing and opening and snapping thoir capa- 
cious jaws with an ominous souad, tho 
Btrong, musky-smell emitted filling tho air 
for yards around. As soon as the brutes 
saw tho hunters approach in tho dim light 
they advanced on them, with every indica- 
tion of tho utmost anger and rage, scoming- 
jy devoid of Tear. Tho boys fired several 
shots, severely wounding ono or two, but 
tho sound und flash seomod only to arouse 
still further tho wrath of tho reptiles, and 
this huatcrr fled back to tho tent. Thorost 
of tho party, who had been preparing sup- 
pc" etc., heard the uproar and catno out, 
fotiowcd by Charlie, tho colored boy, who 
confesses that iho felt rather shaky, as bo 
had never himself soea alligators so thor- 
oughly enraged before. Tto ro-onforco- 
mcnts" camo up, but on seeing tho scores of 
'gators crawl up they decided to retire. 


On going bade to tho tent thoy found it 


nearly surrounded by 'gators who hud 
crawod up from the opposite side, and tho 
outlook was rather bad for nervous per- 
sons. Tho doer that thoy had hung before 
tho tiro soon fell into tho coals, and the 
Bmell of burning raoat permeated tho air 
and seemed to make tho saurians still moro 
savage. Soon the parly saw a oirclo of fiery 
eyes ranged nearly around their tent, and 
tiio"situation was indeed growing desperate. 


This won't do, boys," called out Charley 


K., who aspired to bo leader; "wo must 
make a break for it or these devils will 
make pic-meat of us. Fire all at once, and 
thon go for those stubs over there," said 
So, pointing to some half dozen deadlight/ 
wood trees and cypress knees that roso up 
somo ten feet or so r.car by. The next mo 


ir.ent the rifles rang out a volley, and the 
boys rushed forward through tho lane their 
shots and suddca onslaught had made, »nd 
in less time than it takes to write it they 
wero "shinning" up tho trees of refago. 
Charley, the colored boy, got left in tho sud- 
den rush, and camo near meeting his death, 
for, as ho sprang over a big'gator, it roso 
suddenly on its forefoot, tripping him up 
and throwing him directly ia front of an, 
old saurian, who opened her jaws wide at 
the tempting morsel so opportunely thrown 
in his way. But Charley was game, and,1 
diving under tho ono which had caused 
his fail, ho leaped on the backs of the close- 
ly-packed reptiles, and oa reaching tho 
a'horo jumped into tho boat, tho impetus oi 
his rush carrying it from shore. 


AS soon as th.o aUjEators recovered from 


tho sudden rush mtiOe against'then they 
plunged furiously forward, and in a few 
minutes tho meat hanging on tho spits and 
in front ol tho tent was torn into hundreds 
of pieces, the fierce animals lighdngono an- 
other for the choice bits, like so many hun- 
gry dogs. 
Their hugo forms lloundercd 


around, and in a second ibe tent was lev* 
eled and the space was occupied by 
ci 


moving muss ot the hideous brutes, mov- 
ing around in the scm:-darl-:n<.¥s3, blow- 
ing, puffing and 
roarinc-, 
tho 
strong, 


musky odor nearly stilling tho hunters 
on their narrow P-nd uncomfortable perches. 
Hover hunters WLTO fairly "trood" they 
were. They were nil nitlingastndo of old 
dend limbs, on tho stubs, nil In the compass 
of a few yards. 
Two of them had their 


rifles but only a few rounds of cartridges. 
There they sat, and when tho first f right 
had worn olt they shouted out to each other 
to see if all wcru safe. After repeatedly 
calling "Charlie," "Charlie," 
a faint 


hollo was heard from off tho water and 
•'Ileah I am" camo to their cars. They 
could do nothing, however, so sat still and 
endured tho long hours tho best they know 
how. 


Meanwhile tho scaly rcpdlos moved over 


the island in countless numbers, jostling 
against ono another, and liiafting at times 
like so many gigantic gcesc. The tent was 
leveled, the canvas torn and trampled, the 
dishes, crockerj-, etc., broken and pande- 
monium generally raised. 


About two o'clock in tho morning as tho 


tired hunters were nearly failing down 
from sheer fatigue, a horrible din under- 
neath startled them into a full scnso of their 
«till great danger. A fight began in tho 
•jentcr of tho mass between two huge speci- 
mens and soon others joined in, till they 
thought from tho horrible gnashing of 
teeth and (.he dull thumps of tho Ilaii-Uko 
tails of the 'gators that fully a halt hundred 
woro engaged in the deadly mcleo. Snarls, 
roars of pain and loud bcllowlngs filled tho 
air, and tho rushes of tho immense bodies 
wero dimly discernible, tho whole forminga 
scene indescribable, terrible and sickening. 


As soon as tho light oil day appeared tho 


reptiles retired and the hunters descended 
from tho wearisome roosts. And such a , 
sight as greeted their eyes, they say can 
not well bo described. Their camp had dis- 
appeared, every thing being trampled into 
tho ground or torn to pieces, whi'.o tbo scene 
of tho combat looked as if a plowing contest 
had taken place there. Eight alligators 
were left dead on the spot, while pieces of 
tails, paws nnd other signs of the conflict 
wero scattered about by scores. Charley 
was seen at a distance of halt a mile from 
shore aad it was some tiroo before ho could 
be induced to land. Tho hunters suffered 
terribly from mosquitoes and their faces 
presented a woeful appoarunco. 
Hastily 


securing all possible of their camp cojiipago 
they left tho sccno of their peculiar adven- 
tures and pulled lustily for home. 


They are very soro on tho subject of 


'gator hunting, nnd desire uo 1:101-0 of such 
exciting timess. 


Old hunters say that at times these islands 


seems to bo tho meeting place for opposing 
forces or families, led by old bulls, and that 
when thoy do meet, nothing scorns to fright- 
en them. Tho smell of burning meat, too, 
will attract thorn, and they havo been 
known to travel half a mile from their ponds, 
attracted by Irving or roasted moat at camp 
fires. 


At logging camps thoy arc frequent visit- 


ors at nights, and tha theft of many a fine 
piece of vonison or fresh pork is laid to their 
voraciousness. 


ARTESIAN PICKEREL. 


Surprising Strike of Utr. -McMillan TTlilTo 


BrUltnc In Winnipeg. 


About two years ago, says the "Winnipeg 


Sun, J. McMillan began sicking an artesian 
well on his promises, and after boring a 
lo-.'.g time tho depth ot fifty-fivo feet was 
roaehcd, when the machlno-used in goug- 
ing into tho bowels of tho earth suddenly 
dropped of its own accord several inches, 
followed almost immediately by a largo 
flow of water, coming apparently from somo 
underground stream, pressing for an out 
iet. Other flowing wells having been dis- 
covered in tuo city, nothing unusual was 
thought of this, although tho water camo 
up with almost terrific force, throwing a 
stream which promised to not only furnish 
a good supply for tho surrounding neigh- 
borhood, but shortly to turn tho locality into 
a small lake. 


A covcriag was secured for tha well, and 


all was secured until somo time after, when 
certain repairs wero being made, and 
taldng the top off again tho water boiled up 
as furiously as over, throwing out thousands 
of small pickerel. Tho littlofish were alive, 
and camo up in innumerable quantities for 
a considerable timo. 
Last winter thoy 


inado thoir appearance as usual, aad also 
this winter, tho last catch being now dis- 
played a: Alderman liyan's store. Tho pipo 
ia the- artesian well is thrco and a half 
inches in circumference. The discovery is 
ono unheard of in this country before, and 
hundreds of people will doubtless visit tho. 
well and soo tho strango sight of fish coin- 
ing out of n pipo sunk fifty-live feet under- 
ground. Tho opinion is expressed that a 
small or large stream runs underneath tao 
ground, probably coming from Lake Mani- 
toba. Owing to tho force ot tho water it 
would bo impossible to sink spawn to tho 
bottom of the well from which tho fish 
might have originated. 


In conversation with an old resident of 


ATinnipeg recently it was learned that a 
similar discovery to that related above was 
mado ia this city about ten years ago. A 
well was sunk to a considerable depth, and 
small fish camo forth in the water in count- 
less numbers. It is n weU-lcnown fact that 
not one-half of tho water going into tho As- 
smiboin river flows out at its mouth. At 
Carberry and other points west largo quan- 
tities of water work through the sand along 
tho banks of tho river, until it reaches tho 
limcstono strata, along tho top ot which, ii 
is an asserted iact, numerous small streams 
of water find their way to this city, about 
tho depth of tho common street well, and 
henco tho strange discovery abovo stated is 
accounted for. 


Hinging Bells t>y Stoam. 


Kinging tho bells of locomotives by steam 


Is cow effected by an ingenious apparatus, 
consisting of a small steam cylinder placed. 
at one side ot tho boll-frame and resting on 
tho boiler; tho connecting-rod, which con- 
nects the piston to n three-inch crank on tho 
boll, is so constructed that it will vary its 
length according to tho swing of tho bell, 
thus remoring any liability of knocking tho 
cylinder out by tho piston coming in contact 
with it.

retail dealer, and all minors and shippers 
shall be eligible to membership in this 
association, provided such miner or ship" 
er does not sell, or cause 10 be soM, coa 
at retail, except through a regular dealer 
in any town or oity outaido the town or 
oity in which are located the mines or 
general offioes of such miner or shipper.

01 the races, the only ono that can. bo said 


to be lighfreyed is tho Caucasian, and even 
this race la by no means uniform as to color 
in its eyes. The entire human history goes 
to prove that tbe ligb>haired, blue-eyed 
races are capable of tbo highest degree o£ 
civilization, but it does not by any moans 
provo that the highest degree of civilization 
is cotSncd to tbe blonde races. There was 
a period when blue-eyed persons ivero rare- 
ly seen, and to-day seven-eighths of tho 
world's inhabitants havo dark eyes. ?iot 
only is tho majority on tho side of tho dark- 
eyed, but statistics would aeem to indicate 
that that majority is increasing. In a 
paper read some timo ago before the Swed- 
ish Anthropological Society it was stated 
that brown eyes wero becominK moro com- 
mon, in Switzerland, North Germany, Bel- 
gium and Sweden, and that out of every ono 
hundred sets of light-eyed parents lifty-sbc 
per cent, of tho children had dark eyes. 


In this calculation blue gray and gray 


eyes -wore classified as blue, and. If there- is 
any weight to bo attached to tho report, it 
would show that blue eyes, even in a blue- 
eyad country, are becoming decidedly 
scarce, which ought to be good news for the 
blondes. 


It will be sequential hero to quota a para- 


graph or two from Lavater concerning tho 
color of the ej-es. "Tbe most common to, 
the eyes," ho writes, "arc the orange, yel- 
low, Ri-ecn, blue, gray and gray intxed with 
white. Tho blue and orange are most pre- 
dominant and arc often found in the same 
eye." 
" Eyes supposed to bo black," says 


Buffon, " aro only yellow, brown or a deep 
orange; to convince ourselves of which wo 
need but look at them closely, for when 
seen at a distance or turned towards tho 
light, they appear to bo black, because tlio 
yellow brown, color is so contrasted to tho 
white of tho eye that the opposition makes 
it supposed black. 
" Eyes also of a less dark color pass for 


'black, but aro not esteemed so fine aa tho 
other because- the contrast is not so great. 
There aro also yellow eyes which do not 
appear black because the colors are not deep 
enough to bo overpowered by the shade. It 
is not uncommon to perceive shades of 
orange, yellow, gray and blue in tho same 
eye, and wherever blue appears, however 
small the tincture, it becomes tho predom- 
inant color and appears in streaks over tho 
whole iris. 
" Tho finest eyes aro those which we im- 


agine to bo black or blue. Vivacity and. 
lire, which are the principal characteristics 
to tho eyes, are tho more emitted when tbo 
colors are deep and contrasted than when 
slightly shaded. Black eyes have most 
strength o£ expression and most vivacity; 
but tho blue- have most mildne^" and aro 
:noro arch. In the former there is an ardor 
•jnlutcruptedly bright, because the color, 
which appears to us uniform, emits similar 
reflections every way wa look at it. But 
modifications are distinguised in tho light 
which animates blue eyes, beeauso there 
aro various tints of color producing various 
reflections."
